REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In accordance with the statutes of New Hampshire, we 
respectiully submit the report of the school board for the year 
ending February 15, 1910. 

At the annual school meeting, held March 11, Ira R. Brown 
was elected member of the board for three years, and F. B. 
Richards for one year. The school board organized with Ella 
R. Holt, chairman; F. B. Richards, secretary. 

Six schools have been in session during the school year. 
Eighty-eight scholars registered. Average attendance, 73. 
Nine teachers were employed. Five live intown. We think 
we were fortunate in securing the excellent corps of teachers 
we have had the past year. Two, Mrs. Bessie Dolliver Holt 
and Miss Ethel Hadley, are graduates of Plymouth Normal 
School; also have had quite a large experience in teaching. 
The Center School spring term, Miss Bessie Dolliver teacher, 
and fall and winter, Miss Ethel Hadley teacher, showed by 
the work done they had a No. 1 school in fact as well as name, 
the scholars and teacher alive, order excellent, attendance 
good ; only 17 tardy marks during the year. 

Number 3, the South School, taught by Miss Angie Conn of 
Antrim. This is Miss Conn’s second year. She is a consci- 
entious, hard-working teacher, and has the faculty of gaining 
the love and respect of both parents and scholars. The exam- 
ination near the close of the year showed that good work had 
been done. The attendance was quite good. 

North Lyndeborough, spring term, Miss Susie Hartshorn of 
Lyndeborough, teacher. She worked hard to get up an inter- 
est. The order was good, but the attendance, which is neces- 
sary to make a good school, was poor indeed. 

Fall term, Miss Clara B. Clark of Amherst, teacher, She is 
a live, energetic teacher, and reports good attendance part of 
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the term. Those present at the close of the school showed 
that improvement had been made during the year. We wish 
to call the attention of the parents of the children of this cor- 
ner of the town to a few points. Quite a sum of money is 
put in ‘here to give you a school. You should make a strenu- 
ous effort to have your children present at the beginning, and 
keep them in attendance until the end of each term. There 
is material over there to make good citizens,—brains and 
American blood—but there must be push at home to back up 
the town’s money and teacher, to bring up the standard of the 
school to that of former days. 

Southwest School, spring term, taught by Miss Veasey of 
Hancock. The work done by scholars and teacher showed 
that they worked together. Miss Veasey made a beautiful 
chart for the wild flowers. The children gathered over ninety 
different kinds, that grew about the schoolhouse and their 
homes. We think this an excellent plan, this study of the 
beautiful things in nature about us. The children starting 
early in life to see these things will always have something to 
make life pleasant as they go out among the grand hills and 
pleasant village of old Lyndeborough. Most of our teachers 
adopted the same plan, studying about birds, trees and flowers; 
also the geography and history of our town, state and nation. 

The fall term of Number 5 was taught by Mrs. Fletcher of 
this town, who kept up the interest among the scholars and 
had a good school. The order was good, attendance, as is 
usual in this district, above the average. 

We are glad to report this district is increasing in scholars, 
their school room will have to be enlarged and some improve- 
ments made. If good families will move into our town, we 
should be glad to make the schoolhouses comfortable and 
pleasant for them. 

Miss Elizabeth Parker of Milford had a very successful school 
year in Number 6, Perham Corner. Lack of money caused us 
to close this school too soon. The people paid the extra money 
and lengthened out the winter term three weeks. 

There was a nice little school of eight scholars in Johnson 
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Corner, taught by Miss Ethel Patterson of Lyndeborough. 
This was her first experience in teaching. She was very much 
interested in her work, consequently gave good satisfaction. 

We call the attention of the voters to the changes in the 
laws of the last session about raising money, ete.: 

First: <All school business must be transacted at the school 
meeting; school business transacted at town meeting has no 
legal standing. 

Second: Money required by law; no vote needed; must 
be assessed. Under this comes regular school money, $750 
for every dollar of the state tax apportioned to the town. 

Money for payment of high school tuition: School board 
must, in their annual report, prior to school meeting, notify 
selectmen the amount needed for their purpose to cover the 
current school year. The school board should know who is 
attending approved high schools, or academies, for whose 
tuition the district will be liable. The selectmen will assess 
this sum in addition to all other money. If the amount 
assessed is, at the end of the fiscal year, in excess of the 
requirements, the balance can be carried over to the next year 
on this account. 


Extract from circular from Department of Public Instruc- 

tion: 
-. (c) Money for text-books and pupils’ supplies. 

Text-books and supplies of pencils, paper, etc., are required 
by law to be furnished free. It is made by law the duty of 
the school board to purchase such material at the expense 
of the district. The school board must report to the select- 
men in their annual report prior to the school meeting the 
amount needed for text-books and supplies, and the selectmen 
will assess the same in addition to all other school moneys. 

(dq) Flags and appurtenances. Same rule as for text-books 
and supplies. : 

(e) Any other obligation such as payments on a district note. 


All the above are statutory requirements and must be assessed 
by selectmen whether voted wpon or not. 
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II. Money additional to amount required by law: more or 
less optional with the district. 


(a) Additional for general school expenses. 

(b) Salary of superintendent. Need not be raised as sepa- 
rate item but rather included in (a). 

(c) Salaries of school board, truant officer, clerks, and such 
other district officers as the district provides for. The salaries 
may be either annual or per diem. If voted as a per diem 
enough money should be raised to cover the probable expendi- 
ture. If the money raised turns out to be insufficient, then the 
balance due can be provided at the next annual meeting; if 
excessive, a balance can be carried over to the next year. 

The selectmen will then have the following items to assess 
on school account: 

1. Money for general running expenses, including that re- 
quired by law and additional raised by district meeting. 

2. Money for high school tuitions, reported to them by 
school board. 

3. Money for text-books and supplies, reported to them by 
the school board. | 

4. Money for flags and appurtenances, reported to them by 
the school board. 





5. Money for salaries of district officers, reported to them 
by district clerk. 

6. Money for any other legal obligation of the district. 

The school board must not forget to make the reports above 
referred to in season. 


We wish to say to the citizens of the town that the school 
board regret as much as anyone that we didn’t have more 
weeks of school in town the past year, but you all know it 
takes money to run schools. We were limited to a certain 
sum voted at the last school meeting. We managed this as 
closely as we could, and in our report you will see where every 
dollar went. If we had had $300 more, we could have fur- 
nished thirty weeks’ schooling to every school that would have 
scholars attending it. Now, at our next annual school meeting 
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to be held Saturday, March 12, 1.30 p. m., all come out, talk 
business over calmly, then vote the money that will furnish 
the amount of schooling you want. We believe whoever you 
elect for the school board will do all they can to carry out 
your wishes. 

We wish to extend our thanks to parents, scholars and 
teachers for the courteous treatment we have received from 
them the past year.
